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This is a decision on the petition filed August 10, 2009, which is being treated as a 
request under 37 CFR 3.81(b) 1 to correct the name of the assignee on the front page of 
the above-identified patent by way of a Certificate of Correction. 

The request is GRANTED . 

Petitioner states that the correct assignee's name is "Hi-G-Tek Inc." and that the 
incorrect assignee's name was included on the Fee(s) Transmittal form PTOL-85(b) at 
the time of payment of the issue fee.
